ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OPFICRRuOF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  I960 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 

I960. 


The  population  has  again  increased  by  40,  there  being  a steady 
upward  trend  since  1956. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  also  shows  an  increase,  (of  15) » 
making  a total  of  852,  while, the  Rateable  Value  and  Penny  Rate 
rise  correspondingly. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  33 » being  12  less  than  the  previous  year. 
There  was  no  Maternal  Death,  Illegitimate  Birth,  or  Stillbirth 
during  the  year  within  the  Urban  District. 

The  Death  Rate,  although  only  1 less  than  the  previous  year, 
shows  a general  deoline  over  the  last  5 years.  The  main  causes  of 
d$ath  in  the  district  was  again  due  to  Heart  diseases,  followed 
by  strokes  and  cancer. 

Of  the  Notifiable  Diseases,  only  2 cases  of  Tuberculosis 
occurred,  the  lowest  recording  over  the  last  10  years,  Although 
5 cases  of  dysentery  were  recorded,  no  epidemic  due  to  any 
Infectious  Disease  tccurred 

The  number  vaccinated  against  Smallpox  increased  end  there 
was  an  even  greater  increase  in  the  number  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough,  Such  a satisfactory  legel  is  again 
rjue  to  the  co-operation  and  foresight  of  parents  within  this 
District  in  accepting  such  preventive  measures  against  these 
Infectious  Diseases, 

The  health  in  general  within  the  District  was  very  satis- 
factory indeed  and  appreciation  is  felt  for  the  excellent  work 
and  cooperation  of  all  the  General  Practitioners, 

The  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report  on  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  District  is  satisfactory  and  he  is  to  be  complimented 
once  more  for  industrious  foresight  and  regular  inspections. 

3? he  drainage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  and  proposals  are 
satisfactory. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  Marchers  of  the 
Council  for  your  interest  and  co-operation.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 

A total  number  of  23  children  were  vaccinated  for  the  first 
time  during  the  year,  and  10  others  were  re -vaccine ted . 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician  in 
collaboration  with  the  County  Hfedical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The 
scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of  new-born  infants  born- into 
tuberculosis  households  and  of  tuberculin  negative  contacts  of 
known  cases.  During  I960,  1 such  vaccination  was  carried  out  in 
the  district. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Gough  Immunisation

during  the  year,  and  36  were  immunised  against  whooping  cough,
